Oi'len asked whether I would be away od -vacation; Champeau 
and Simons described system of recalling ambassadors for 
Congressional subcommittee hearings and noted this was 
purpose my visit. ChHen accepted explanation, then asked 
again when Chinese could expect answer. Simons said he 
unable give firm reply but thought it would be within next 
XI days. 

4. Rest of fifteen-minute visit occupied by Chinese questions 
and US answers concerning old Warsaw talk hands and Simons* 
professional background. Both Chinese accepted coffee and 
Ch*ien accepted cigarette. Atmosphere informal; Chinese 

came without papers and no notes taken. On leaving Ch*ien 
reminded Simons of proposed date, and Simons repeated he 
would be in touch asap. 

5. Comment: I felt it advisable for Simons to mention 
my proposed return to Washington, EX so Chinese would be 
forewarned of our reasons in event we wish to suggest 
alternate date. Request Department endeavor ascertain 
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whether actual time of my appearance before House Subcommittee) 
for hearings on CU budget (STATE 11237) can be determined 
▼1th more precision and will stick. If hearing likely 
(or could be arranged) in week beginning February 23 , 
then I would have no problem with February 20 date for 
136th meeting.
